The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not disclose the particular subject matter of claims 1,9, 11, 14, 23 and 
26 such as: a first driver element generating acoustic energy in pulses of short duration 
and low frequency such that a droplet of pharmaceutical product is output from a 
capillary wave, an acoustic lens to focus the acoustic energy, and a second driver 
element coupled to a portable energy source to provide drive signal to ejectors that 
eject droplets of the pharmaceutical product, wherein the second driver element 
includes a multiplexing circuit that directs RF energy from the portable energy source to 
alternatively switch groups of the ejectors on and off.
